G.S.R. 902. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the follo^ng rules regulating 
the method of recruitment to the post of Despatch Rider In the Ministry of Law, 
Department of Legal Affairs, namely; — 

1. Short title and oommenoement. — (a) These rules may be called the Ministry 
of Law, Department of Legal Affairs, Despatch Rider Recruitment Rules, 1970. 

( 2121 ) 
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(b) They shall come Into force on the date of their publication in the Offlclal 
Gazette. 


2. Appllcattwi. — ^These rules flhall apply to the post speclfled in coltunn 1 of 
the Schedule annexed hereto. 


3. Number, clawslflcatlon and scale of pay. — The number of the Post, its classlflcar 
tlon and the scale of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in columns J to 4 
of the said Schedule. 


4. Method of recruitment, a«e limit and other anallflcations. — The method of 
recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other matters relating to the said post 
shall be as speclfled in columns 6 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid: 


Provided that the upper age limit speclfled for direct recruitment may be 
relaxed in the case of candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes, Scheduled 
Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued 
by the Central Government from time to time. 


6. Dlsannlifl<»tt»n*. — (a) No person, who has more than one wife living or who, 
having a spouse living, marries in any case in which such marriage is void by 
reason of its taking place during the life time of such spouse, shall be eligible for 
appointment to the said post: and 


(b) no woman, whose marriage Is void by reason of the husband having u 
wife living at the time of such marriage, or who has married a perstm who bus 
a wife living at the time of such marriage, shall be eligible for appointment to 
the said post; 


Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that there are special 
grounds for so ordering, exempt any person from the oi>eratlon of this rule. 


6. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government la of opinion that It !■ 
necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for reasons to be recorded In 
writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any daaa or 
category of persons or the post. 
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Bepc^al and saTlng-, — Any rules corresponding to these rules and In force 
Immediately before the commencement of these rules shall cease to apply: 

Provided that any order made or action taken under the rules before sudi 
sceaser shall be deemed to have been or taken under the corresponding provision

New Delhi, the 30th April 1970 

G.S.R. 903, — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 7 of the Indian 
Telegraphs Apt, 1885 (13 of 1885), the Central Government hereby, makes the 
following rules, further to amend the bdlan Telegraph Rules, 1951, namely: — 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Indian Telegraph (fifth amendment) 
Rules, 1970. 

(2) They shall come into force at once. 

2, In the Indian Telegraph Rules, 1961 hereinafter referred to as the said 
rules), in sub^rule (3) of rule 511, after the word "rent” the words "or charges 
for calls made from the telex or any other dues" shall be inserted. 

3. After rule 617 of the said rules, the following new rule shall be inserted, 
namely:— 

“617-A, Service of Notices and Bills. — Any notice, bill or demand from the 
Telegraph authority for any rent or charges due from a Telex sub- 
scriber, may be served by delivery to the subscriber, or by sending 
it by post to the addres.s of the subscriber or by leaving it at the 
prernises in or upon which the apparatus is installed." 

4, In rule 519 of the said rules (i) for the words “The charges for Telex 
aervice shall be as follows: — "the foRowing shall be substituted, namely: — 

“All charges are payable on presentation of a bill therefor. The periods 
for which bills shall be prepared and the dates by which they shaR 
be payable shall he fixed by the telegraph authority. The charges 
for Telex service shaR be as foRows: — ” 

(R) Under the heading “A— RENTAL" 

(a) after Item (iii), the following items shall be inserted, namely: — 

“(iv) for each Perforator Attachment — ^Rs. 300 p.a. 

(v) for each Transmitter Attachment — ^Rs. 396 p.a. 

(vi) for each power pack — Rs. 180 p.a. 

(vii) for each Switching Unit — ^Rs. 84 p.a. 

(b) At the end. the following notes shall be inserted, namely: — 

“Note 1. — The initial minimum period of hire shall be one year. 

Note 2.— Rental for any period less than a year beyond the guarantee period 
shaR be calculated on monthly basis at flat rates, part of a month 
being treated as fuR month.” 

(iii) Under the heading "C— OTHER CHARGES”, after item (v), the following 
Item shall be inserted, namely: — 

“(vl) Charges for change of Answer Back code/Number— Rs. 20”. 

(iv) After the heading "C— OTHER CHARGES” and the entries relating there- 
to, ^e foRowing heading and entries shall be Inserted, namely:— 

“D^REFUNDS: 

No refund shall he admissible if the service is given un during the minimum 
period of hire. If the facRity is given up after the expiry of the minimum period 
of hire, refund shaR be admissible after charging rent upto the end of the month 
In which the connection la given up. 

Note.— For the purpose of calculating refunds, the month shaR be reckoned 
from the date of InstaRation.”

G.SJL 93Z. — In pursuance of the first proviso to sub-rule (f) of rule 82 of the 
Central Excise Rules, 1944, and In supersession of the notification of the late 
Central Board of Revenue No. 24/49-Central Excises dated the 23rd July, 1949, 
the Central Board of Excise and Customs hereby imposes the following limitations 
and conditions, subject to which duty-paid tobacco may be carried or transported 
from the premises of a licenced wholesale dealer to the premises of another 
licenced wholesale dealer under cover of a sale-note Issued by the seller, namely : — 

(a) The sale-notes shall be In duplicate and serially numbered, new series 

of numibers being used for each calendar year. Books containing 
blank sale-notes shall be presented to the Range Officer for affixing 
his initials or stamp on each sale-note before the books are brought 
into use. The duplicate shall be retained by the seller and the 
original given to the buyer as substitute transport permit. 

(b) Each sale-note shall contain at least the following particulars: — 

(I) Date of issue; 

(II) Name, address and licence numbers of (1) seller and (2) consignee; 

(III) Number, and date of — 

(1) the transport permit or sale-note under which the seller received 

the tobacco spnd in the latter case, the transport permit number 
recorded In such sale-note, and 

(2) the certificate of payment in Form D.D.-l, D.D.-2, or the application 

in Form A.R.-l under which duty was paid; 

(iv) Number and description of packages; 

(v) Marks and numbers; 

(vl) Variety of tobacco; 

(vll) Rate of duty paid; 

(rdll) Gross weight; 

(lx) Net weight; 

(x) Manner of transport; 

(xl) Signature of the licensee or his agent. 

(c) The seller shall endorse on the original transport permit in Form T.P,-1 

or on the predecessor sale-note, the number and date of the sale-notes 
Issued In respect of the tobacco covered by the permit or sale-not^ 
as the case may be, and the quantity transported under each such 
sale-note; and shall like.wlse record on his sale-note similar particulars 
of the original transport permit or predecessor sale-note. It any. 

(d) Except with the prior sanction of the Central Board of Excise and 

Customs sale-notes shall not be used in respect of consignments 
exceeding 10 quintals of duty-paid tobacco. 

(e) An officer not below the rank of an Assistant Collector may withdraw 

the right to use sale-notes from any trader In his jurisdiction who 
has been found or suspected to have abused it or who has proved his 
incapacity to draw up sale-notes hi the required form. 
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(f) Sale-notes shall not be used for the transport of tobacco on Its removal 

from a bonded warehouse. 

(g) The CoUeetor may either withhold absolutely the right to use sale-notes 

from curers licensed as wholesale dealers or allow it subject to such 
conditions as he may think fit to impose.
